- A corrigendum to Quarterly Estimates of National Income and Expenditure, 
Australia, December 1985 (5206.0) was issued on 27 March 1986 because the 


estimates published in tables 13 and 43 for 'non-farm wages, salaries and 
supplements' and in tables 20 and 22 for ‘income tax paid' were in error. 


- Foreign Investment, Australia, September Quarter 1985 (5306.0), released 4 
March 1986, (previously: Foreign Investment in Enterprises in Australia) 
introduced major changes in the coverage and presentation of foreign investment 
statistics together with a number of changes in definitions and classifications. 
These changes arose from the first use of a new framework for foreign investment 
statistics and some changes in data sources, From that issue, the publication 
includes information about Australian investment abroad and more comprehensive 
information on foreign investment in Australia. One of the more important 
changes was the introduction of a table on Australia's external debt. 
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
